A call for new applicants to take 
the nursing aides training course 
was issued by Miss J. F. Ferguson, 
supervisor of the school operated 
jointly under the Canadian Vocation. 
al training plan and the Alberta Ve- 
partment of Health. In seeking 
applicants it was stated that 
present arrangements will be ended 
in December of the present year. 
“Many opportunities exist for giris 
and women who complete the forty 


weeks course,”’Miss Ferguson stated. § 


“The hours of work and _ salary 
schedule are most attractive, and the 
need for certified nursing aides in 
the rural and community hospitals is 
+ great.” Starting as a vocational 
course for ex-service women who 
were interested in the care of the sick 
the course was later offered to all 
Alberta women, some of whom have 
years of “experience as practical 
nurses. Those completing the course 
are eligible for certificates and an- 
nual licenses which enable them to 
take positions in hospitals throughout 
Alberta Miss Ferguson pointed out 
that certified nursing aides are not 
to be confused with practical nurses, 
ward aides, or graduate nurses. Cer- 
tified nursing aides help fill the need 
for women trained to relieve regis- 
tered nurses of many of the duties 
which are placing a heavy burden on 
many hospital staffs. Standard sal- 
ary schedules for a 48 hour week as 
approved by the nursing aides council 
begins at $90 per month for the first 
six months, increasing to $110 per 
month during the third year, Nearly 
200 girls and women from various 
Alberta centers have successfully 
completed the cotirse. These trainees 
are now helping to relieve the present 
shortage of registered nurses in the 
province.

Singe and draw carefully, The 
birds may be left whole, although 
cutting may save space im the locker. 
Wrap in moisture ‘proof paper or pack 
in glass or tin. Birds wil] store 
from four to six monthsm the locker, 
but fat birds such as geese or ducks 
should be tested in four months for 
rancidity. Detailed directions for 
freezing meat, vension, poultry, and 
game birds can be found in the Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture’s 
bulletin, “Preserve by Freezing”.

IN BRITAIN’S STRUGGLE FOR economic recovery emphasis has been 
placed on the urgent need for increasing the production of food and manu- 
factured goods, with the object of exporting as much as possible, and de- 
creasing imports. [n a report presented a short time ago to the British 
House ot Commons by the Minister of Agriculture, Mr. Williams, some in- 
teresting facts were made public regarding recent advances in food produc- 
tion in that country. It was estimated that nearly 500,000 more acres of 
land were devoted to food production this year than in 1947, and that next 
year it is hoped that more than 10,250,000 acres will be under cultivation. 
Of this acreage, it is expected that 2,340,000 will be used for wheat, 1,000,- 

000 for potatoes, 392,000 for sugar beets and 200,000 for linseed.

It is also hoped that during the next year live- 
stock production will be considerably increased. 
Poultry production, the report showed, had ex-

May Stockpile 
Strategic Metals 


OTTAWA. — Canada’s defence au 
thorities are considering stockpiling 
half a dozen strategic metals which 
would be short in this country in 
event of war, 

This would include such metals as 
tin and manganese. While the stock 
piling program would be relatively 
small it would be vitally important 
in any .precautionary moves to en- 
sure supplies of all materials for the 
five Canadian arsenals and the pro- 
duction of war-time industry. 


This country is in the fortunate 
position, however, of being the 
world’s largest producer of base 
metals, of nickel and of asbestos and 
because of this situation doesn’t find 
it necessary to launch a stockpiling 
program in these defence materials. 

"In fact we'll be able to trade a 
lot of base metals and materials like 
that for the strategic metals we 
need,” one official said.

EDMONTON. — Imperial Oil Red- 
water No. 1, discovery well 30 miles 
northeast of Edmonton and 50 miles 
northeast of Leduc, has demonstrat- 
ed an open flow potential of over 
1,700 bbls. a day, may prove even 
larger when further acidization is 
complete. 


Initial testing before acidization of 
the 3,264-ft. well with its 140 ft. of 
oil-bearing Devonian formation re- 
turned only 262 bbls. of oil in a 12- 
hour period. After acid treatment 
with 500 gallons of acid, however, 
the well returned an average of 72 
bbls. of oil an hour on a six-hour 
open flow test. This represented a 
daily oil production rate of 1,728 
bbls. Further treatment by acidiza- 
tion is being carried on with good 
hopes that open flow potential may 
prove ctill higher. 

Little gas has accompanied the oil 
production, Significance of this is 
now being studied by officials. Ap- 
parently there is considerable pres- 
sure present for the well to produce 
the way it @as. This could come 
from either a gas or water drive. A 
second test well is to be completed 
five miles north of Redwater No. 1. 
The oil runs about 35 deg. API. 


CHICK HATCHING - 
BUSINESS DECLINES 


CALGARY.—A sharp decline took 
place in the chick hatchery business 
in Western Canada this year, dele- 
gates said in reports presented at 
thellth annual meeting of the west- 
ern section, Canadian Federation of 
Hatchery Associations, 

Speakers blamed the late, wet 
spring and “greatly increased” feed 
costs for the decline. 

Sharpest drop was reported by 
British Columbia. W. V. Hufford of 
Milner, said hatcheries in the West 
Coast province had only 60 per cent.

Flax Rust in Western Canada 

This year flax rust caused wides 
spread alarm in Western Canada 
and heavy loss, especially in south 
western, Manitoba, A conservative 
estimate of the cash loss to Manitoba 
alone in 1948 is 4 million dollars, 
Such a loss further emphasizes the 
necd for adequate support of plant 
disease research, 

Cause of Flax Rust. Flax rust 
is caused by a parasitic fungus. The 
jirst stage of the dissase usually 
noticed in the field appears as sinall, 
round, orange spots on the leaves 
and stems, Later on the black. stage 
appears, when blackish smooth a 
are present on the stems. 
spores (seeds) of the black stage live 
over winter on infected straw and 
stubble, and are responsible for 
carrying the disease over from one 
flax crop to the next. & 

Control. One of the most impor- 
tant steps in controlling flax rust is 
to get rid of all rusted straw and 
stubble. So, this fall, burn all 
risted flax straw and plow under 
the stubble if it will not burn, Next 
year, sow flax as far away as 
possible from where flax grew in 
1948, ‘These measures also help to 
control the “Pasmo” disease of flax. 
Seed of flax containing bits of rust 
infected straw should be thoroughly 
cleaned before being sown. ‘Treat- 
ment of flax seed with an organic
